No estate, real or personal, shall hereafter be 
bequeathed, devised or conveyed to any body politic, or to any 
person, in trust for religious or charitable uses, except the same 
be done by deed or will, attested by two credible, and at the 
time disinterested witnesses, at least one calendar month before 
the decease of the testator or alienor; and all dispositions of 
property contrary hereto, shall be void and go to the residuary 
legatee or devisee, next of kin or heirs according to law ; Pro- 
vided, That any disposition of property within said period, 
bona fide made for a fair valuable consideration, shall not be 
hereby avoided."

"The 
Association of Women Friends" who, for thirty years past, 
have made weekly visits to our prisons, state, as of frequent 
occurrence, that female prisoners often afford satisfactory evi- 
dence of sincere repentance, and earnest desires to reform and 
regain their lost characters ; yet, when discharged from prison, 
they are, for want of employment, often reduced to great dis- 
tress, and of course are subjected to sore temptations. To 
starve or steal seems to be the alternative left for them. Men 
can obtain employment ; but what family will receive and em- 
ploy women just discharged from prison, and without any 
character ? But such are received into this asylum, and are 
industriously employed, until the sincerity of their desires to 
reform have been fully tested ; after which, suitable places, far 
in the country, are provided, and they are thus removed from 
the corrupting influence of former associates. Many such have 
been saved ; but for want of more funds the usefulness of The 
Howard Institution is greatly circumscribed. Having no funds 
invested, it is entirely dependent on donations and annual 
subscriptions.

The Wills' Hospital for the Diseases of the Eye and Limb was 
founded by the late James Wills, of Philadelphia, who bequeathed to 
the Mayor and Corporation of the City a part of his estate for that 
purpose. 

It is beautifully situated on Race Street, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth Streets, immediately opposite to Logan Square ; and was 
opened for the reception of patients in 1834 — admission being granted 
to such only as are capable either of cure or relief. 

A Board of Managers, appointed by the Councils, confide the medi- 
cal charge of the Hospital to four Surgeons, who attend in turn, and 
give their services gratuitously. 

The smallness of the funds remaining after the purchase of the lot 
and the erection of the building has not allowed the admission at any 
one time of more than thirty-five or forty persons; but the usefulness 
of the Institution has been greatly extended by the appropriation of 
certain days in every week for advice to out-patients, who flock to it 
from all parts of the city and country, in number annually from 1500 
to 2000. 

The same reason has restricted its operations chiefly to the Diseases 
of the Eye; though, with greater means, more ample accommodations 
could be provided for the Lame also, and thus afford to the city the 
advantages almost of another general hospital.
